SERA Free Haircutting; 
Relief Rolls Increase 


Since the beginning of the SERA 
barber shops there has been a con- 
siderable decline in business both in 


the union and non-union barber 
shops. Union shops have reported 
from nine to twelve dollars a week 
cut in their income, due to the SERA 
shops. 

The barbers of this county feel 
that a protest should receive close 
scrutiny and consideration due .to 
the fact that this is the only locality 
in the state where such a practice 


exists. 
There is, on an average, twelve 
hundred hair cuts a. week being 


turned out at the SERA barber shops 
and under that set up it means that 
it is taking that much money out 
of the legitimate barber shops where 
the barbers are paying on their prop- 
erty, city taxes, county taxes, state 
taxes and incidental taxes, also city 
and state license. The barbers of 
this county feel that they are tax- 
payers, in every sense of the word, 
paying toward something that is 
jeopardizing their chances of making 
an honest living for their families, 
of which they are deserving of. 

At the first inception of the SERA 
barber shops there were four bar- 
bers on the relief rolls that were 
employed in the SERA shop, The 
number of destitute barbers has 
gradually increased due to free hair- 
cutting under SERA until that total 
now amounts to thirty-five. 

If the SERA barber shops were 
abandoned these men ‘would be em- 
ployed in legitimate shops, through 
the increase of business that it 
would create and would be able to 
support their families instead of be- 
ing subjects of Ey:

The flower-draped walls of the oratory and the silent throng of 
friends within and without the chapel was evidence of the high tribute 
that men and women in all walks of life came to pay to James Shea, 
a” man who, by his exemplary life, has dignified the labor movement 
of the State of California,

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Textile Company Evicts | 
Stretch-Out Strikers 


Shelby, N. C.— Officials of the 
Eton mill here secured the eviction 
of 47 families of strikers, numbering 
more than 200 persons, from their 
homes in company houses on the 
grounds that the strikers had re- 
fused to work or pay rent for more 
than seven weeks. The strikers 
‘walked out of the Eton mill plant 
seven weeks ago in protest against 
the stretch-out system. 

Some of the families camped in 
their yards, others went to the homes 
of friends and still others piled 
their possessions on trucks prepar- 
atory to seeking houses elsewhere. 

Tom Moss, Forest City lawyer, 
prepared appeals to the _ superior 
court on behalf of the evicted strik- 
ers. 

Paul Christopher, president of the 
North Carolina Textile Union, and 
O. P. Allen, president of the local 
union, wired the headquarters of the 
United Textile Workers of America 
in New York City for financial assist- 
ance. 

Officials of the company offered to 
re-employ the textile workers, but 
they suffered eviction rather than 
return to the plant under the stretch- 
out oppression. 


Textile Mill Loses Blue 
Eagle; Banned Strikers 


Roanoke Rapids, N. C.—The Na- 
tional Recovery Administration at 
Washington removed blue eagle in- 
signia from the Rosemary Manufac- 
turing company here for the com- 
pany’s action in refusing to rein- 
state 29 employes whom the con- 
cern discriminated against by not 
giving them employment following 
the nation-wide textile strike of last 
September. The removal was made 
on recommendation of the Textile 
Labor Relations board of which Chief 
Justice W. P. Stacy was chairman.

The following editorial from the 
Union Leader in Chicago is well 
worth the attention of our members. 
Rule “G” here as in Chicago, occa- 
sionally trips some good fellow, leav- 
ing him jobless. 

The Chicago surface lines have 
decided that employes who want to 
make drinking a full time job can 
have twenty-four. hours a day, seven 
days a week, and 365 days a year 
from now on in which to carry out 
their ambitions, at their own ex- 
pense, 

This is a fair proposition. If drink- 
ing interferes with a man’s work, he 
ought to be permitted to dispense 
with the work. 

Unfortunately, however, these se- 
rious drinkers are not consistent. 
They want to work and play at the 
same time. They want their liquor 
and they want their jobs, and they 
want to mix the two into some 
blissful concoction that makes life 
one rosy carefree dream. 

Well, brothers, we hate to disillu- 
sion you, but it can’t be done. 
There’s always the hangover. The 
greatest chemist in the world could 
not create a formula that would 
make labor and liquor blend  suc- 
cessfully. One or the other always 
rises to the top. 

The number ot men who are be- 
ing discharged or suspended for use 
of intoxicants on the job is a mat- 
ter of concern to the officers of the 


division. We all know the position 
of the company on this. subject. 
Booze cases where the evidence is 


unmistakable are impossible of ad- 
justment. Yet these erring members 
seem to expect the officers and 
grievance committee to overcome in- 
surmountable obstacles and get them 


back on the job after they have 
flagrantly violated the rules. 
There have been times where it 


has been possible to obtain another 


| chance for some members and these 


have shown their gratitude by tak- 


;ing a nose dive off the water wagon 
at the first opportunity. They usually 


are the same fellows who fail to pay 
dues at the proper time, yet demand 
more attention and service from the 
organization than any thousand or- 
derly, sensible’ brothers. Well, all 
that is done now. The grievance 
committee and officers are through 
pleading drunk cases, 

It is an old and trite Saying that 
there is a time and place for every- 
thing. There is no time or place for 
Hiquor on the job and there’s nothing 


more futile than a _ fellow three 
sheets in the wind trying to prove 


to a sober boss that he is competent 
to be entrusted with the lives of 
others. 

To the great majority of our mem- 
bers these words are unnecessary. 
They are the men who go along on 
the job year in and year out, carry- 
ing out their obligations to their 
families, their organization and their 
employer. They are the backbone o! 
the amalgamated association. Some 
of them take a drink, but they have 
too much judgment to let liquor be- 
come their master, They believe in 
the truism that “man takes the 
drink: drink takes the man,” 

The heedless, irresponsible  tel- 
low who disregards the rules 
thinks he can outsmart the boss 
usually winds up by outsmarting 
himself. Bereft of a job he hasn't 
even the price of the liquor that 
cost him the job,

At the pre-session meeting of the

1920’s there were approximately 2,- 
000,000 people out of work in 
America. Serious questions began to 
confront Our leaders long before the 

unemployment following 1929: 
1. Are the highly efficient new 
generators, machines and factories 


permanently ousting labor from in- 
dustry? 


2. How can this increasing num- 
ber of unemployed obtain power to 
purchase the increasing output of 
machine technology? 


3. What is the significance of 
this increase of unemployment dur- 
ing a decreasing growth in popula- 
tion? 

4. How can the growing number 
of unemployed be reabsorbed in in- 
dustry in the face of increasing out- 
put per worker? 

VI. Increasing Loss of Control of 
Worker Over Job Bargaining 
Power and Standard of Living. 
Consider then, the effects of the 

trend toward unemployment on the 

worker: 

1. The growth in competition for 
jobs with the increasing number of 
persons seeking those jobs. H 

2. The advantageous position of 
the employer to bargain concerning 
wages, hours, etc., when the persons 
seeking jobs exceed the number of 
jobs available. 

3. The lowered standard of liv- 
ing resulting from periods of partial 
or complete -unemployment. 

4. The loss of security resulting 
from the inability to depend on per- 
manent employment. 

5. The impossibility of measur- 
ing the contribution of the worker | 
and the basis of payment to him. 
VII. Increased Interdependence of 

the Economic Structure. 

To appreciate fully the changes 
that occured during the industrial 
revolution it is necessary to con- | 
sider the highly interdependent 
character of the economic system 
which evolved — (1) the interde- 
pendence existing between different | 
parts of the economic system, (2) 
between different economic groups,

Employes’ Retirement bil 


It was predicted by observers in 
Columbus, Ohio, that the rules com- 
mittee of the house of 
tives would soon make a favorable 
report on the bill which provides 
for the retirement of state employes. 
The bill, which is patterned after 
the pension system for Ohio teach- 
ers ,will retire immediately 272 per- 
sons between 70 and 88 years of 
age who are paid $380,000 in annual 
salaries. Under the pension scheme 
they would receive $95,000. 

Most of the differences, it was 
Pointed out, will result from many 
of the jobs being eliminated and the 
service made more efficient by 
younger workers. 

The labor organizations which are 
solidly back of the measure include 
the Ohio State Federation of Labor, 
the railroad brotherhoods and the 
association of firefighters.

Southern Brewing Co. Put 
On Houston’s Unfair List 


Houston, Texas.—The house labor 
and trades council placed the South- 
ern Brewing company, manufacturers 
of Monte Carlo and Tex beers, on 


organized labor’s unfair list. The 
labor council acted on complaints 
made by the signwriters and sheet 


metal workers only, but it was under- 
stood that the electrical workers, 
glass blowers, machinists and sey- 
eral other crafts joined in the com- 
plaint. 


Representatives of the unfons said 
they restricted the demand to an 
agreement that the company would 
employ two union maintenance work- 
ers, one union electrician and one 
union pipe-fitter 24 hours a week 
and that future work involving one 
of the craft would be placed in a 
union shop. Officials of the com- 
pany declined to sign the agreement, 
claiming the brewers’ association 
was on record against such pacts.

A new movement, of special in- 


terest to progressive laboring peo- 
ple, and friends of labor, was 
launched in Oakland recently. It 


is incorporated as a non-profit or- 
ganization under the name of The 
Fellowship of Humanity. It is prim-

If the intelligent way out of the 
depression is a return to the rug- 
ged individualism of Hoover and the 
dark days of 1932, it would seem 
that the members constituting our 
senior judicial body are mentally on 
a par with their predecessors who 
handed down the Dred Scott ruling. 
Let us hope that the ultimate effect 
of the NRA ruling will not have for 
the American people the tragic effect 
of the ruling of those old men who 
to satisfy the slave owners ruled 
that a slave was not a human being.
